sell's Funeral in Cambridge
on Monday.

Boston, July 18..The body of ex-Gover¬
nor Russell will lie In state In the Cam¬
bridge City Hall, but the funeral, which
will take place at 4 o'clock Monday after¬
noon, at the Shepard Memorial Church,
will be as private as possible, although the
public will be admitted to the edifice after
the invited guests have been seated. Dr.
McKenzie will officiate. The arrangements
were decided upon at a consultation of the
members of the family this morning.

AIR CARS SOON TO RUN.
Compressing Plant Has Been Shipped for

the New t>Motors on the 125th
S treet Line.

The air-conapre *sing plant for charging
the new motor cava, which will be used on
the One Hundred and Twehty-flfth street
line of the Third Avenue Railroad, has
been shipped from Rome, X. Y., and is ex¬

pected to arrive In *his city in a few days.
The compressors w ill be set up at One
Hundred and Twi nty-nlnth street and
Manhattan avenue. The cars have been
running ovei; trial tra."ks In Rome for some

temperature may fall even below freezing
point. By heating the air before It enters
the motor this difficulty may be nbvlated.
The motor car Is, therefore, provided with
a pipe half tilled with hot water, through
which the air passes before entering the
motor.
The motors and air brakes are operated

by means of a bi/wll metal bar, swinging
over a quadrant, like the hands of a clock.
One of the advantages claimed for the
Hardie motor Is that by a simple move¬
ment of this metal bar the car can be
stopped instantly and made to go back¬
ward.
Although the alrtanks have a pressure of

2,000 pounds, only 140 pounds Is used per
car mile. Each car Is charged to run twelve
miles. It 1s then recharged at the powerhouse In thirty seconds.

service the cars will be shipped to this
city nn<l placed in active service on One
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street.

The air motor is similar in design to the

All of them rest
on a frame work of locomotive construc¬
tion, supported on the usual type of locomo¬
tive springs. There is one under .-ach neat,
running the entire length of the car. These
tanks are tested to a pressure of 4,S00
pounds to the square inch before they are
sent to this country by the German Gov¬
ernment inspectors. The cylinders on ^ach
side of the car have a diameter of 7 Inches
and a 14-lnch stroke.
When air is expanded in a motor, it will

be cooled, for it la doing work, &ud tlie

MR. ST. JOHN HOPEFUL.
Former Banker Expects Bryan to Carry New

York and-Other Eastern
States.»

itocL,'Ster, N. Y., July 18.-Willlam P. St.
John, former president of the Mercantile
National Bank of New York City, says re¬
garding the Democratic national ticket:

The cigar fac¬
tory of David Harris, one of the largest
cancerns of its kind In New York State,
employs 400 men. Representatives of a
